The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in
Senats and Assembly, do enact as follows:

Secrron 1. Section (10), of chapter seventy-nine
of the general laws of 1871, is hereby repealed.
Secrion 2. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 116.

AN ACT to repeal the several acts and parts of acts therein named,
incorporating the village of Viroqua, in Yernon county.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented vn
Senate and Assembly, do enact as jfollows:

Secrion 1. That chapter two hundred and sixty-
four (264), of the private and local laws of eighteen
hundred and sixty-six (1866), entitied, “ An act to in-
corporate the village of Viroqua, in Vernon county,
state of Wisconsin;”’ also, to repeal chapter one hun-
dred and thirty-eight (138), of the private and local
laws of eighteen hundred and sixty-seven (1867), en-
titled, “An act to amend chapter two hundred and
sixty-four (26+4), of the private and local laws of 1866,
approved March thirty-first (31), eighteen hundred
and sixty six (1866), entitled, * An act to incorporate
the village of Viroqua, Vernon county,”’ aforesaid;

titled, “ An act to amend and consolidate chapter
